ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN DECEMBER 


General increases were shown in the six strategic factors indicating the trend 
of economic conditions in the last month of the year. Economic activity was at 
a higher level during the year just ended than at any other time. Economic 
factors, on the average, have shown an upward trend since the outbreak of 
hostilities in 1939. While the’ pace slackened somewhat last year, the general 
average of the prominent factors reached a new high position. 

The advance in the deposit liabilities of the chartered banks continued, the 
index reaching a new high point at the beginning of December. The advance 
during the war years was of marked proportions and the levels of 1944 were 
considerably higher than in any other year. The index of the physical volume 
of business, covering production and distribution, averaged slightly higher in the 
year just ended than during 1943, the preceding maximum. The index, conse- 
quently, was at a higher position than in any other time in history. An upward 
trend has been maintained since the outbreak of hostilities but the index receded 
somewhat during the greater part of 1944 due to the slackening in war produc- 
tion. The revival of German attack in Belgium altered the prospects for war 
production for a time. 

The index of wholesale prices was remarkably steady for more than a year 
subsequent to the marked upward trend from September, 1939 to the latter part 
of 1943. The index crossed the line of parity with the base year of 1926 during 
July of that year. The index was 102-5 in December compared with- 102-4 in 
the preceding month. 

Common stock prices have fluctuated within relatively narrow limits during 
the last two years. An advance was shown in December over the preceding 
month and further increases were registered in the early weeks of January. 
Long term Dominion bonds showed strength in the last month of the year but 
the fluctuation has been of minor proportions during the last two years. 


National Income 

National income on a tentative basis amounted to $8-4 billion in the first 
eleven months of last year against $7-9 billion, a gain of more than 6 p.c. The 
standing in 1944 was higher than in any other year in Canada’s history, the 
preceding maximum of $8,724 million having been reached in 1943. The total 
in November was $784-5 million against $767-3 million in the same month last 
year. 

External trade constitutes an important economic generator, the increase 
in the first eleven months having been 19 p.c. The total for that period of last 
year was $3,200 million against $2,700 million in the same period of the preceding 
year. The net exports of non-monetary gold during the first eleven months 
showed a decline of 20 p.c. from $129-8 million to $103-8 million. Excluding 
the trade in gold, the active balance of trade in the first eleven months of 1944 
was $1,581 million, an increase of 44-6 p.c. over the same period of the preceding 
year. 

One of the most important economic generators bearing upon the dimensions 
of national income is the trend of capital formation coupled in recent years with 
the output of munitions and war supplies. It may be cited in this connection 
that the production of durable goods has shown particularly important gains in 
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recent years. The number of employees engaged in the production of such goods 
showed at the beginning of last November, an increase of 44-2 p.c. over June, 
1941. New business in the form of contracts awarded recorded an increase of 
about 40 p.c. over 1943. Attention is drawn to the chart appearing on page 12 
presenting a comparison of the trend of national income with construction 
contracts awarded and merchandise exports from 1919 to 1944. 

Production 


The production of wheat in 1944 was estimated at 435-5 million bushels 
valued at $460 million, representing an average farm value of $1.06 a bushel. 
The final estimate for 1943 was 284-5 million bushels which was valued at an 
average farm value of $1.01, representing a total gross value of $288 million. 
The average price received at the farm for grain crops in 1944 was approximately 
the same as in 1943 with the exception of flaxseed and rye. Stocks of Canadian 
wheat in store or in transit on January 18 totalled 372-5 million bushels compared 
with 350-8 million bushels on the same date last year. 


Official figures on inspected slaughterings of live stock for last year are in line 
with earlier forecasts, showing as they do, impressive gains compared to 1943 
and setting some new all-time records, notably in hogs and cattle. 


It is unofficially estimated that despite limitations in production and 
importation of tractors by quotas during the past year, tractor sales in Canada 
in 1944 reached the remarkable total of 20,836 tractors, or an increase of 280 p.c., 
compared with tractors sales in 1943. 


The factors indicating the trend of mineral production were predominantly 
negative in December. Gold receipts at the Mint receded from 239,567 fine 
ounces to 202,318. The demand for nickel continued strong during 1944 with 
virtually the entire production consumed in essential war material. While 
nickel supplied to the United Nations so far this year has been high, the total for 
the full year will not equal that of 1943. It will, nevertheless, be substantially 
larger than any peacetime year. Full advantage could not be taken of the 
increased plant capacity which has been provided in the last few years. Output 
was sufficient, however, to fill the war demands of the United Nations. 


Electrical energy generated or purchased by the Ontario Hydro-Electric 
Power Commission in 1944 reached a new peak of more than 12 million kilowatt 
hours. Except for a few peak load periods when temporary cuts of short dur- 
ation had to be made, all demands for war activities in Ontario were met and 
essential civilian domestic and municipal power requirements suffered no short- 
age. 


Canada’s war production, entering 1945 at close to its peak output, faces 
little likelihood of reduction for at least the next three months. Since the 
beginning of the war the Department of Munitions and Supply has made com- 
mitments of more than $10-3 billion, almost equivalent to a $1,000 Victory 
Bond for every individual in the country. During the year the department 
spent nearly $8 million a day for shells, ships, guns, fighting vehicles, planes and 
other war supplies. This was about $1 million a day less than in 1943 and $1 
million a day more than in 1942. 


Manufacturing 


The factors indicating the trend of manufacturing production were uneven 
in December. An increase was shown in the output of flour in the latest month 
for which statistics are available. The index of tobacco releases recorded a gain 
after the usual adjustment. Cigarettes made available numbered 1,032 million 
against 1,044 million and the release of cigars was 16 million compared with 
18-9 million, but the decline was less than normal for the season.

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The meat-packing industry recorded an increase in activity after the usual 
adjustment, the index rising from 208 to 214. Dairy production declined less 
than normal for the season, the index rising from 153 to 214. Raw cotton used 
by the textile industry declined from 14-3 million pounds to 12-6 million. 
The factors indicating the trend in the forestry industry were mainly constructive 
in December. Construction contracts awarded amounted to $292 million 
during the year, the volume having been $85-9 million higher than the $206 
million entered for 1943. The major share of the increased activity was in 
residential construction, although industrial building was also up sharply. 
Business construction showed a small increase and engineering construction was 
practically unchanged. The output of war requirements in forest products was 
well maintained in 1944. Costs of materials, labour and transportation are 
greatly in excess of pre-war years, although price control and rationing have 
been a decided help towards keeping costs within bounds. Canada, with the 
help of two newsprint mills in Newfoundland, was virtually during the war 
period the only source from which the United Nations could hope to import 
paper for their newspapers. Canadian newsprint mills during these years have 
been the mainstay of a free press in more than 40 countries. Production of 
newsprint in Canada last year totalled 2,992,000 tons, being 8,895 tons or 0-3 
p.c. more than in 1943. 


Distribution 


Total traffic using the Canadian and United States locks of the Sault Ste. 
Marie canals during the 1944 season of navigation which ended on December 16 
increased to 117,237,862 tons from the 1943 tonnage of 115,851,098. Wheat 
shipments increased from 288 million bushels in 1943 to 407-5 million. 


Carloadings for the week ended December 30 fell to 44,898 from 62,724 for 
the previous week and 49,108 for the corresponding week last year. This 
brought carloadings during 1944 to a total of 3,651,000 compared with 3,458,000 
being an increase of 5-5 p.c. .The Canadian railway revenue freight loadings 
crossed the 100 million ton level for the first time in 1944, the year’s total of 
106-4 million tons showing an expansion of 7 p.c., over 99-3 million tons in the 
preceding year. 


During the first eleven months of 1944, the department store sales averaged 
11 p.c. higher than in the similar period of the preceding year. 


Finance 


The revenue of the Dominion government during the first nine months of the 
present fiscal year was $1,940 million compared with $1,963 million. Ordinary 
expenditures rose from $453 million to $528 million. War expenditures proper 
receded from $2,773 million to $2,422 million, while expenditures under the 
United Nations Mutual Aid Act increased from $558 million to $675 million. 


The index of 20 industrials traded on the Montreal Stock Exchange was 
94-0 on January 23 against 76-4 on the same date of the preceding year. Twenty 
industrials traded on the Toronto Stock Exchange rose from 118-5 to 132-9 
during the same interval. In the first ten months of 1944 the sales of securities 
to all countries were $89-6 million as compared with $157-9 million in the corres- 
ponding period of 1943. Sales of Canadian bonds to the United States con- 
tinued to be the principal element in this inflow of capital to Canada, amounting 
to $6-4 million on balance in October. Sales of securities to all countries were 
$180-6 million during the first ten months of 1944 compared with $238-8 million 
in,the corresponding period of the preceding year.

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SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN DECEMBRE 


Les six principaux facteurs tragant l’orientation de la situation économique 
accusent des avances générales le dernier mois de Vannée. L’activité économique 
durant l’année qui vient de finir a été plus intense qu’en tout autre temps. Les 
facteurs économiques, dans |’ensemble, ont eu une tendance & s’améliorer de = 
le début des hostilités en 1939. Bien que I’allure se soit ralentie un peu 
dernier, la moyenne générale des principaux facteurs a atteint un nouveau item 
met. 

L’augmentation des dépéts aux banques 4 charte se continue et l’indice 
touche une nouvelle cime au commencement de décembre. L’augmentation a 
été marquée durant les années de guerre, et les niveaux de 1944 sont beaucoup 
plus élevés qu’en toute autre année. L’indice du volume physique des affaires, 
comprenant la production et la distribution, est en moyenne un peu plus élevé 
au cours de l’année qui vient de se terminer qu’en 1943, année oti 11 avait touché 
son maximum antérieur. En conséquence, |’indice est supérieur & ce qu’il a été 
en toute autre période. Il a eu une tendance 4 monter depuis le déclenchement 
des hostilités, mais il a descendu un peu pendant la majeure partie de 1944 par 
suite du ralentissement de la production de guerre. La reprise de l’attaque 
allemande en Belgique a modifié les perspectives de la production de guerre 
pendant un certain temps. 

L’indice des prix de gros a été remarquablement stable pendant plus d’un an 
apres son orientation marquée & la hausse de septembre 1939 & la derniére partie 
de 1943. C’est en juillet de cette année-ld que l’indice a dépassé le point 100, 
celui de l’année de base (1926). L’indice s’établit & 102-5 en décembre contre 
102-4 le mois précédent. 

Les actions ordinaires ont relativement peu fluctué au cours des deux 
dernitres années. Elles montent en décembre comparativement au_ mois 
précédent et de nouveau les premitres semaines de janvier. Les obligations & 
long terme du Dominion affichent de la vigueur le dernier mois de l’année, mais 
leurs fluctuations ont été peu importantes au cours des deux derniéres années. 
Revenu national 

Le revenu national est provisoirement estimé 4 $8,400,000,000 les onze 
premiers mois de l|’an dernier contre $7,900,000,000, augmentation de plus de 
6 p.c. Le niveau en 1944 est plus élevé qu’en toute autre année dans l’histoire 
du Canada, le maximum précédent de $8,724,000,000 ayant été atteint en 1943. 
Il s’établit 4 $784,500,000 en novembre au regard de $767,300,000 le méme mois 
de l’an dernier. 

Le commerce extérieur constitue un important élément économique; il 
augmente de 19 p.c. au cours des onze premiers mois. Le total pour cette 
période de l’an dernier est de $3,200,000,000 contre $2,700,000,000 la méme 
période de l’année précédente. Les exportations nettes d’or non monétaire 
durant les onze premiers mois déclinent de $129,800,000 & $103,800,000, soit de 
20 p.c. A l’exclusion du commerce de lor, la balance active du commerce se 
chiffre 4 $1,581,000,000 les onze premiers mois de 1944, augmentation de 44-6 p.c. 
par rapport 4 la méme période de l’année précédente. 

L’un des plus importants facteurs économiques influant sur les dimensions 
du revenu national est l’orientation de la formation des capitaux associée, en ces 
derniéres années, 4 la production de munitions et de fournitures de guerre. On 
peut mentionner 4 ce sujet que la production d’articles durables a accusé d’im- 
portants gains en ces dernitres années.

Le graphique de la page 12 présente une comparaison entre l’orientation du 
revenu national et les contrats de construction adjugés et les exportations de 
marchandises de 1919 & 1944, 

Production 

La production de blé en 1944 est estimée 4 435,500,000 boisseaux d’une 
valeur de $460,000,000, soit une valeur moyenne & la ferme de $1-06 le boisseau. 
L’estimation définitive pour 1943 est de 284,500,000 boisseaux qui, au prix 
moyen de $1-01 le boisseau, représentent une valeur brute totale de $288,000,000. 
Le prix moyen recu sur la ferme pour les céréales en 1944 est & peu prés le méme 
qu’en 1943, sauf pour la graine de lin et le seigle. Les stocks de blé canadien en 
magasin ou en transit le 18 janvier se placent 4 372,500,000 boisseaux, 4 rappro- 
cher de 350,800,000 la méme date de |’an dernier. 

Les chiffres officiels relatifs aux abatages inspectés de bestiaux pour |’an 
dernier sont conformes aux prévisions antérieures; ils accusent des gains impres- 
sionnants comparativement 4 1943 et établissent de nouveaux records, notam- 
ment pour les pores et les bétes & cornes. 

Il est officieusement estimé que, malgré les contingentements de production 
et d’importation de tracteurs au cours de l’an dernier, les ventes au Canada en 
1944 atteignent le total remarquable de 20,836 unités, soit une augmentation de 
280 p.c. au regard des ventes de 1943. 

Les facteurs de la production minérale reculent pour la plupart en décembre. 
Les arrivages d’or 4 la Monnaie diminuent 4 202,318 onces fines contre 239,567. 
La demande de nickel se maintient forte en 1944 et presque toute la production 
sert au matériel essentiel de guerre. Bien que la quantité de nickel fournie aux 
Nations Unies jusqu’ici cette année soit considérable, le total pour toute l’année 
ne sera pas aussi fort qu’il l’a été en 1943; néanmoins, il sera beaucoup plus 
considérable qu’en toute année de temps de paix. On n’a pu mettre pleinement 
a profit les potentialités industrielles accrues des quelques derniéres années. 
et la production a suffi pour remplir les demandes de guerre des Nations 

nies. 

La production ou l’achat d’énergie électrique par la Commission Hydro- 
électrique d’Ontario en 1944 atteignent la nouvelle cime de plus de 12,000,000 de 
kilowatt-heures. Sauf en quelques périodes de débit maximum ov il a fallu 
faire des réductions temporaires de courte durée, toutes les demandes pour les 
activités de guerre en Ontario ont été satisfaites et les besoins essentiels d’énergie 
pour les civils et les municipalités ont été comblés. 

La production de guerre du Canada, au début de 1945, est prés de son 
maximum et il est peu probable qu’elle diminue pendant au moins les trois 
prochains mois. Depuis le commencement de la guerre, le Ministére des Muni- 
tions et Approvisionnements a pris des engagements pour plus de $10,300,000,- 
000; c’est presque l’équivalent d’une obligation de la victoire de $1,000 pour 
chaque habitant du pays. Pendant l’année le Ministére a dépensé prés de 
$8,000,000 par jour pour obus, navires, canons, véhicules de combat, avions et 
autres fournitures de guerre. C’est 4 peu prés $1,000,000 de moins par jour 
qu’en 1943 et $1,000,000 de plus par jour qu’en 1942. 

Les facteurs de la production manufacturiére sont diversifiés en décembre. 
La production de farine augmente le dernier mois dont les statistiques sont 
connues. L’indice des dédouanements de tabac laisse voir un gain aprés |’ajuste- 
ment habituel. Il se dédouane 1,032,000,000 de cigarettes contre 1,044,000,000 
et 16,000,000 de cigares comparativement & 8,900,000, mais le déclin est moins 
que normal pour la saison. 

L’activité dans |’industrie de la salaison et plus grande aprés |’ajustement 
habituel et l’indice passe 4 214 contre 208. Le déclin de la production laitiére 


est moins que normal pour la saison et l’indice avance 4 214 comparativement 4 
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NATIONAL INCOME AND TWO ECONOMIC GENERATORS 
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153. La consommation de coton brut par l’industrie textile décline 4 12,600,000 
livres au regard de 14,300,000. Les facteurs tracant l’orientation de |’industrie 
forestiére sont surtout constructifs en décembre. Les contrats de construction 
adjugés pendant l’année se chiffrent 4 $292,000,000, soit $85,900,000 de plus que 
le total de $206,000,000 en 1943. La majeure partie de l’augmentation a trait 
4 la construction d’habitations, mais l’augmentation est également brusque dans 
le cas de la construction industrielle. La construction d’édifices commerciaux 
augmente un peu, tandis qu’il n’y a a peu prés pas de changement pour les 
travaux de génie. La fabrication de produits forestiers nécessaires 4 la guerre se 
maintient bien en 1944. Le cofit des matiéres premiéres, de la main-d’ceuvre 
et du transport est beaucoup plus élevé qu’avant la guerre, bien que le contréle 
des prix et le rationnement aient nettement contribué 4 maintenir les frais dans 
de justes limites. Le Canada, outre les deux moulins de papier 4 journal de 
Terre-Neuve, a été pratiquement pendant la période de guerre la seule source 
d’ot les Nations Unies ont pu espérer importer du papier pour leur journaux. 
Les moulins canadiens de papier 4 journal ont été au cours de ces années le point 
d’appui de la presse libre dans plus de 40 pays. La production de papier & 
journal au Canada |’an dernier s’établit 4 2,992,000 tonnes, soit 8,895 tonnes ou 
0-3 p.c. de plus qu’en 1943. 

Distribution 

Le trafic passant par les écluses canadienne et américaines des canaux du 
Sault-Ste-Marie augmente 4 117,237,862 tonnes pendant la saison de navigation 
de 1944 terminée le 16 décembre, 4 rapprocher de 115,851,098 en 1943. Les 
expéditions de blé augmentent 4 407,500,000 boisseaux au regard de 288,000,000 
en 1943. 

Les chargements diminuent 4 44,898 wagons la semaine terminée le 30 
décembre, comparativement 4 62,724 la semaine précédente et 49,108 la semaine 
correspondante de l’année précédente. En 1944 les chargements atteignent un 
total de 3,651,000 wagons contre 3,458,000, augmentation de 5-5 p.c. Les 
chargements ferroviaires de marchandises payantes dépassent les 100,000,000 de 
tonnes pour la premiére fois en 1944; le total de 106,400,000 tonnes pendant 
année excéde de 7-p.c. celui de 99, 300, 000 tonnes l’année précédente. 

Au cours des onze premiers mois de 1944 les ventes des magasins 4 rayons 
—_ de 11 p.c. plus considérables que celles de la méme période de l’année pré- 
cédente. 

Les recettes du gouvernement fédéral durant les neuf premiers mois de 
l’année fiscale courante se chiffrent 4 $1,940,000,000 contre $1,963,000,000 la 
méme période de l’année précédente. Les dépenses ordinaires augmentent de 
$453,000,000 & $528,000,000. Les dépenses de guerre proprement dites dimi- 
nuent de $2,773,000,000 a $2,422,000,000, tandis que les dépenses en vertu de la 
loi de l’aide mutuelle des Nations Unies augmentent de $558,000,000 4 $675,- 
000,000. 

L’indice de 20 titres industriels négociés & la Bourse de Montréal s’établit a 
94-0 le 23 janvier contre 76-4 la méme date de l’année précédente. Vingt 
titres industriels négociés 4 la Bourse de Toronto passent de 118-5 4 132-9 
pendant le méme intervalle. Au cours des dix premiers mois de 1944 les ventes 
nettes de valeurs mobiliéres 4 tous les pays s’élévent & $89,600,000, 4 rapprocher 
de $157,900,000 la période correspondante de 1943. Les ventes d’obligations 
canadiennes aux Etats-Unis continuent d’étre le principal élément de cette 
rentrée de capitaux au Canada; elles s’établissent 4 $6,400,000 sur solde en 
octobre. Les ventes de valeurs mobiliéres 4 tous les pays se placent 4 $180,- 
600,000 durant les dix premiers mois de 1944, comparativement 4 $238,800,000
